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Carter  will  support 
weakened  jobs  bill 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Jimmy  Carter  endorsed  a  watered- 
down  jobs  bill  Monday  that  would  set 
a  four  percent  unemployment  rate  as 
the  goal  for  1983  without  committing 
him  to  set  up  new  programs  to  reach 
the  target. 

House  and  Senate  hackers  of  the  bill 
applauded  the  president’s  endorse¬ 
ment  and  predicted  favorable  action  in 
Congress  early  next  year. 

The  measure,  worked  out  in  months 
of  talks  between  White  House  aides 
and  congressional  sponsors,  would  re¬ 
quire  the  president  to  submit  annual 
economic  reports  to  Congress,  setting 
out  specific  goals  for  unemployment, 
production,  income  and  productivity. 

However,  unlike  the  original  bill,  it 
recommends  —  rather  than  requires  — 
that  specific  government  jobs 


programs  be  set  up  to  reach  the  goals  if 
it  appears  that  the  targets  will  not  be 
reached  without  help. 

While  recommending  that  the  presi¬ 
dent  consider  certain  programs  to  cut 
unemployment,  the  bill  includes  a 
strong  anti-inflation  statement  declar¬ 
ing  that  stable  prices  should  not  be 
sacrificed  for  the  goal  of  reduced 
unemployment. 

The  bill  “provides  substantial  flex¬ 
ibility  to  both  the  Congress  and  the 
president  to  adapt  to  changing  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  doesn’t  put  anybody 
in  a  strait  jacket,”  said  one  ad¬ 
ministration  official. 

“The  bill  does  not  authorize  any  new 
programs  or  add  any  money  to  the 
budget,”  he  added.  He  said  the 
measure  “regularizes  and  improves  the 
process  by  which  the  administration 
and  Carter  set  economic  goals...” 


The  bill  sets  the  unemployment  goal 
for  1983  at  four  percent  of  the  entire 
work  force  and  three  percent  for 
adults,  but  also  allows  the  president  to 
revise  the  goal  in  1981.  Unemployment 
has  been  running  at  about  seven  per¬ 
cent  of  the  entire  work  force,  but  is 
much  higher  among  youths,  especially 
young  black  workers. 

Carter  said  in  a  statement  endorsing 
the  bill,  “This  is  an  ambitious  objec¬ 
tive  and  one  that  may  prove  very  dif¬ 
ficult  to  achieve,  but  setting  our  sights 
high  challenges  us  to  do  our  best.” 

The  compromise  he  endorsed  Mon¬ 
day  was  the  result  of  talks  that  began 
in  June  between  his  aides  and  con¬ 
gressional  backers  who  sometimes 
negotiated  “sentence  by  sentence  and 
paragraph  by  paragraph,”  officials 
said.

booth.  It  also  melted  or  burned  part  of  the  phone  receiver, 
part  of  the  phone  dial  and  the  outside  of  the  phone  casing. 

“They  either  sprayed  the  booth  or  poured  something 
such  as  gas  on  it,  because  it  wouldn’t  nave  started  by  it¬ 
self,”  said  Gene  Barney,  supervisor  of  the  repair  crew  for 
Mountain  Bell.  Lt.  Bob  Perry  of  the  Provo  City  Fire 
Department  also  said  the  burned-out  grass  pattern  below 
the  phone  booth  was  unnatural. 

Barney  estimated  the  damage  to  be  $1,000,  including  the 
cost  for  labor  for  repairing  it.  He  said  the  phone  is 
operational  now,  but  they  will  have  to  wait  until  later  in  the 
week  to  replace  the  plastic  part  of  the  booth. 

The  Bell  supervisor  said  people  should  call  the  telephone 
company  if  they  see  anyone  standing  around  a  phone  booth 
for  an  extended  period  of  time.

A  BYU  coed  was  assaulted  on 
campus  Monday  morning,  and  a  man 
jailed  after  the  incident  is  now  in  the 
University  of  Utah’s  Intermountain 
Burn  Center  after  he  set  himself  on  fire 
while  locked  in  the  maximum  security 
cell  at  Utah  County  Jail. 

Utah  County  Sheriff  Mack  Holley 
said  the  man,  identified  as  Robert 
Frederick  Williams,  20,  617  N.  800 
East,  Provo,  covered  his  head  with  a 
mattress  cover  taken  from  his  bunk 
and  set  it  on  fire,  using  matches  hid¬ 
den  inside  the  cover.  Williams  is  not  a 
BYU  student. 

The  coed,  whose  name  was  not 
released,  was  attacked  at  8:45  Monday 
morning  near  the  hot  air  vent 
northwest  of  the  Eyring  Science  Cen¬ 
ter.  A  witness,  Lowell  Christiansen, 
said  the  attacker  jumped  off  a  bike, 
grabbed  the  girl  and  threw  her  to  the 
ground. 

She  screamed  for  help,  Christiansen 
said,  and  several  passers-by  pulled  the 
man  away  from  her.  The  assailant  was 
“not  too  coherent,”  he  added.  “He 
wasn’t  violent  —  he  just  sat  there  with 
a  blank  look.”

Grinder  sparks  ignite  dust, 
cause  fire  in  Provo  building 


Sparks  from  a  grinder  caused  a  small  fire  in  a 
building  in  south  Provo  Monday  afternoon. 

The  fire  started  when  three  trusties  from  Utah 
County  Jail  were  using  a  grinder  to  tear  down  ducts 
as  part  of  a  remodeling  project.  Sparks  from  the 
grinder  landed  in  accumulated  lint  from  the  ducts 
and  started  the  fire. 

The  fire  alarm  went  off  automatically  and  fire 
trucks  arrived  in  approximately  10  minutes,  said  Lt. 
David  Gill  of  the  Provo  City  Fire  Department. 

No  one  was  hurt,  but  there  was  an  unestimated 
amount  of  fire  damage,  said  Floyd  Lundell,  Utah 
County  fire  marshal. 

The  fire,  which  erupted  about  2:50  p.m.,  took 
about  15  minutes  for  firemen  to  extinguish  using 
three  fire  trucks  and  fans  to  help  blow  out  the 
smoke. 

The  building  houses  Timpanogos  Mental  Health 
Center,  downstairs,  and  the  Sheriffs  Department 
Central  Dispatch,  upstairs.

Dr.  Goldwin  added  that  Americans  need  to  realize 
their  view  of  human  rights  does  not  have  some  lofty 
beginning.  “Ancient  scriptures  and  philosophers  do 
not  deal  with  rights,  they  speak  of  individual  respon¬ 
sibilities  and  obligations.  Our  concept  of  human 
rights  comes  from  our  unique  view  of  morality.” 

According  to  Dr.  Goldwin,  U.S.  morality  is 
something  that  has  been  developing  since  the  first 
colonists  came,  and  it  was  taken  into  account  by  the 
Founding  Fathers.  “As  I  understand  the  framers  of 
our  Constitution,  they  looked  at  America  and 
Americans  and  decided  that  it  was  fruitless  and  im¬ 
practical,  and  perhaps  even  morally  wrong,  for  the 
new  nation  to  strive  to  be  spotlessly  moral. 

“Liberty  was  their  first  principle  and  also  their 
first  goal,”  he  added.  He  also  said  the  Founders 
knew  liberty  would  contribute  to  selfishness  and  im¬ 
morality  and  tried  to  direct  those  tendencies  so 
abuses  would  be  controlled. 

Their  aim  was  to  “put  separate  parts  of  political 
power  in  the  hands  of  different  officials  in  different 


Robert  W.  Kelshaw,  chief  of  BYU 
SeCurity/Police,  said  the  coed  was  not 
hurt.  “She  was  dumped  on  her  head  so 
she  had  a  headache,”  but  suffered  no 
injuries. 

Kelshaw  said  the  man,  taken  into 
custody  after  the  coed  was  assaulted, 
attempted  to  escape  during  question¬ 
ing  at  the  Security  office,  where  he 
behaved  in  an  “uncooperative”  man¬ 
ner.  Charges  are  pending  in  the  inci¬ 
dent. 

Holley  said  inmates  in  the  max¬ 
imum  security  cell  were  moved  when 
Williams  was  admitted  because  “we 
could  tell  he  obviously  needed  to  be 
kept  by  himself.”' 

Holley  said  the  cell  was  searched,  as 
was  Williams,  but  matches  and 
cigarettes  hidden  inside  the  mattress 
cover  by  a  previous  cell  occupant 
weren’t  found.  Williams,  who  was 


watched  closely,  according  to  the 
jailer,  set  himself  on  fire  at  11:50  a.m. 

The  Provo  Fire  Department  was 
called  after  jailers  discovered  the  door 
to  Williams’  cell  was  jammed.  A 
wrecking  bar  was  used  to  pry  the  cover 
Shield  off  the  door  controls. 

The  jailer  said  the  control  clutch  was 
jammed  and  the  door  could  not  be 
opened  until  it  was  cleared. 

The  cell  controls  jammed  only  once 
before,  about  10  years  ago,  Holley  said, 
“and  haven’t  been  any  trouble  since.” 

About  20  minutes  after  the  fire  was 
first  reported,  firemen  were  able  to 
open  the  cell  door. 

Williams  was  taken  to  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  just  after  noon,  but  an  hour 
later  was  transferred  to  the  University 
of  Utah.  Williams  was  listed  in  critical 
condition  late  Monday.

Only  three  dispatchers  from  the  Sheriffs  Depart¬ 
ment  were  upstairs  when  the  fire  erupted.  They 
evacuated  the  building  after  the  fire  had  burned  ap¬ 
proximately  15  minutes. 

“We  weren’t  sure  what  it  was,  but  the  smoke  just 
kept  getting  thicker  and  thicker  outside  the  office,” 
said  Chris  Percival,  chief  dispatcher. 

Her  eyes  and  nose  were  red  and  swollen  from  the 
smoke,  and  Lundell  said  she  “waited  too  long”  to 
leave  the  building. 

“It  was  just  kind  of  a  freak  thing,”  Lundell  said. 
The  lint  had  accumulated  in  the  ducts  since  1958. 
There  was  no  provision  to  clean  out  the  lint,  but  it 
was  not  anyone’s  fault,  he  said.  Buildings  weren’t 
built  to  allow  for  that  kind  of  fire  hazard  back  then, 
he  continued.  In  the  remodeled  building  there  will 
be  provisions  to  keep  the  lint  from  accumulating  and 
causing  another  fire.

Dr.  Goldwin  added  Americans  judge  their  coun¬ 
try’s  morality  harshly.  “We  set  very  demanding 
moral  standards  of  political  behavior,  and  truly  ex¬ 
pect  and  demand  politicians  and  other  leaders  to 
live  up  to  them.” 

These  high  standards  for  ourselves,  he  said,  make 
us  set  high  standards  for  other  countries.  However, 
he  warned  against  self-righteousness.  “Self- 
righteousness  is  an  excess  of  righteousness;  it  is 
righteousness  without  moderation.  It  is  not  only  bor¬ 
ing  but  hateful;  it  has  been  the  source  of  many  of  the 
most  vicious  and  inhuman  acts  in  the  annals  of 
history.” 

“Unless  a  motion  of  moderation,  of  bounded 
morality,  is  widely  accepted,  it  will  be  hard  for  us  to 
think  of  ourselves  as  a  truly  moral  nation,”  Dr. 
Goldwin  said.  “And  the  conviction  that  we  are  truly 
a  moral  nation  is  essential  to  our  survival  and  hap¬ 
piness.  We  need  to  believe  it  — it  must  be  true.  Then 
we  can  remain  the  world’s  best  hope  that  political 
decency  can  prevail.”

tions  in  1950  and  1958.  In  1967,  Pres.  Oaks,  a  former 
law  professor  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  worked 
with  Bogert  on  the  fourth  edition  before  Bogert’s 
death  in  1977. 

President  Oaks  prepared  the  1978  edition  of  the 
book  for  use  in  a  one-semester  law  school  course.  The 
new  edition  is  considerably  shorter  than  previous 
editions,  he  said. 

“Its  length  has  been  reduced  in  consideration  of 
the  mounting  pressures  on  law  school  curriculum 
from  the  expansion  of  traditional  areas  and  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  new  ones.” 

The  book  includes  subjects  previously  taught  by 
President  Oaks  in  the  creation,  enforcement,  ad¬ 
ministration  and  termination  of  trusts  created  both 
by  volition  and  operation  of  law. 

President  Oaks  said  new  material  has  been  added 
because  of  the  increasing  number  of  states  which 
have  adopted  the  Uniform  Probate  Code,  its  impor¬ 
tant  article  on  trust  administration,  and  other, 
similar  law  developments.

the  Provo  unit. 

“The  object  was  to 
land  in  a  marked-out 
area  from  a  4,000  foot 
altitude,”  Bjarnason 
said.  During  each  at¬ 
tempt,  a  team  of  11  to  12 
men  jumped  from  two 
helicopters.  They  were 
judged  on  their  degree  of 
accuracy  and  precision 
in  both  jumping  and 
landing. 

During  weekend  train¬ 
ing  sessions,  special 
forces  units  “never  stay 
in  the  classroom,”  Bjar¬ 
nason  said.  Besides  day 
and  night  parachuting, 
i  they  are  also  trained  in 
mountain  climbing  and 
cross-country  skiing. 

The  purpose  of  special 
forces  is  to  conduct  un- 
coventional  warfare  ac¬ 
tivities.  Bjarnason  said 
they  differ  from  soldiers 
trained  for  the  tradi¬ 
tional  battle  in  which 
two  armies  face  each 
other. 

“We  won  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  because  of 
the  unconventional  tac¬ 
tics  used  by  Washington 
and  his  forces,”  Bjar¬ 
nason  said. 

Bjarnason  said  special1 
forces  .  adopted  the 
philosophy  of  the  Worldj 
War  II  French  un-j 
derground  and  have  an 
insignia  of  a  sword  pier¬ 
ced  by  lightning  bolts. 
The  emblems  represents 
the  ability  of  the  special 
forces  to  penetrate  an 
area  through  land,  sea, 
and  air.

faculty,  but  like  other  service  functions 
of  the  university  it  receives  no  ap¬ 
propriated  (tithing)  funds  and 
therefore  must  pay  all  of  its  own  ex¬ 
penses  (including  cost  of  goods  sold, 
salaries  and  wages,  utilities,  provision 
for  replacement  of  facilities,  etc.)  out 
of  the  revenues  of  its  own  operations. 

As  for  the  increasing  costs  of  tex¬ 
tbooks,  most  of  these  costs  are  at¬ 
tributable  to  inflation.  The  gross  profit 
margin  on  textbooks  in  our  bookstore 
(the  difference  between  the  price  we 
pay  the  publisher  and  the  price  we 
charge  the  customer)  averages  20  per¬ 
cent,  but  the  costs  attributable  to  the 
total  textbook  operation  are  well  over 
this  amount.  What  this  means  is  that 
as  high-priced  as  they  are,  the 
bookstore  actually  loses  money  on  the 
sale  of  textbooks.  Textbooks  are 
carried  as  a  necessary  service  to  our 
students,  and  losses  are  made  up  by 
charging  a  higher  markup  on  other 
items  sold  in  the  bookstore. 

The  overall  profit  margin  for  the 
bookstore  is  not  a  large  one,  only 
enough  to  provide  the  working  capital 
to  stay  in  business  and  to  perform  the 
service  we  are  established  to  perform. 
All  funds  earned  in  the  bookstore  over 
and  above  that  required  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  business  are  used  by  the  un¬ 
iversity  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  stu¬ 
dent  body.  Contributions  have  been 


made  to  such  projects  as  the  new 
library  addition.  The  addition  to  the 
bookstore,  which  required  a  large 
capital  expenditure,  was  financed  from 
funds  generated  in  the  bookstore  and 
not  by  church  appropriation. 

As  for  used  books,  a  book  has  a 
market  value  only  if  it  can  be  used 
again,  on  this  campus  or  elsewhere.  If  a 
book  is  going  to  be  used  on  this  campus 
and  if  the  demand  for  the  book  is  not 
met  by  supplies  already  on  hand,  the 
bookstore  will  buy  the  book  back  at  60 
percent  of  its  list  price.  Surveys  made 
around  the  country  show  that  this  60 
percent  price  is  the  highest  paid  by  any 
bookstore  in  the  country.  Most 
bookstores  do  not  pay  more  than  40 
percent  or  50  percent  of  the  list  price 
for  used  books.  If  there  is  no  need  for  a 
book  on  campus,  then  we  may 
cooperate  with  used  book  wholesalers 
in  repurchasing  it,  but  in  that  case 
(because  of  higher  expenses  and 
because  we  are  dealing  with  others  who 
pay  lesser  prices)  the  amount  paid  will 
only  be  from  10  percent  to  25  percent  of 
the  list  price. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  answer 
this  question,  since  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  misunderstanding  among  students, 
and  even  among  a  few  faculty  mem¬ 
bers,  on  the  realities  of  the  bookstore’s 
pricing  policies  and  the  market  in 
which  it  operates.

Karl  R.  Lyman,  Utah  County 
commissioner,  said  the  low  mill  levy 
is  “an  on-going  thing  in  the  county. 
The  commissioners  here  for  years 
have  felt  a  responsibility  to  be  very 
conservative  in  their  spending.” 

Lyman  expects  the  mill  levy  to 
rise  slightly  in  the  future  as  Utah 
County  continues  to  grow.  “The 
new  county  jail  will  call  for  more 
personnel.  More  police  will  also  be 
needed.” 

Roads,  solid  waste  disposal, 
water  and  other  problems  will  also 
require  the  financial  attention  of 
the  county,  Lyman  said. 


Medicare  repayment  plan 
aimed  at  rural  health  care 


A  local  assistant  administrator  feels  a  Senate  bill 
concerning  repayment  to  new  health  practitioners 
through  Medicare  won’t  change  existing  procedure 
drastically. 

Mark  J.  Howard,  assistant  administrator  at  Utah 
Valley  Hospital,  said  the  bill  would  authorize  the 
physician  extender  (practitioner)  to  treat  and  bill 
patients  without  a  physician  countersigning. 

The  bill,  co-sponsored  by  Sen.  Orrin  G.  Hatch,  R- 
Utah,  passed  the  House  by  voice  vote  Oct.  17  and 
went  to  the  Senate. 

The  bill  is  designed  to  provide  repayment  through 
Medicare  in  underserved  rural  communities.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  physicians  could 
staff  medical  facilities  or  offices  with  highly  trained 
assistants  or  nurse  practitioners  to  offer  health  care 
service  within  their  capabilities. 

“This  is  a  good  way  to  insure  basic  health  care  in 
some  of  the  less-populated  counties  of  Utah,”  Hatch 
said. 

The  physicians  would  be  responsible  for  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  “new  health  practitioners”  and  would 
be  eligible  to  collect  Medicare  funds  from  the  federal 
government  for  the  services  provided  by  these  assis¬ 
tants. 

Hatch  said  the  measure  is  written  so  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  providing  the  health  care  will  be  paid  according 
to  the  services  they  render,  but  the  physicians  would 
only  be  reimbursed  if  they  were  directly  involved  in 
the  patients’  health  care. 

A  letter  sent  to  Utah  Valley  Hospital  by  Nancy  M. 
Lane,  health  program  analyst  on  the  Appalachian 
Regional  Commission,  said  issues  of  the  bill  which 
may  be  controversial  include:  the  definitions  of  the 
rural  and  medically  underserved;  the  extent  to 
which  the  clinics  should  be  required  to  make  lab 
tests  and  drugs  available;  and  whether  to  study 
community  mental  health  centers  or  to  include  them 
in  a  demonstration. 

“I  am  aware,”  said  Hatch,  “of  some  bad  ex¬ 
periences  that  our  medical  community  had  in  the 
past  with  Medicare  reimbursements  because  of  ‘red 
tape’  and  computerization.  We  will  be  watching  and 
listening  to  be  sure  those  kinds  of  problems  don’t  oc¬ 
cur  with  this  program.” 

When  asked  about  the  possibility  of  misuse  of  the 
new  program,  Howard  said,  “I  can’t  see  any  more 
coming  from  the  bill  than  what  we  have  had  in  the 
past.’ 

'  “The  physician  will  still  have  to  review  the  treat¬ 
ment  given  and  possibly  see  the  patient.” 

New  health  practitioners,  as  defined  in  the 
measure,  include  physicians’  assistants,  Medex  and 
nurse  practitioners  now  working  in  Utah. 

Security  seeks 
student  interns 


Student  interns  are  needed  to  supplement  the 
BYU  Security/Police  force  and  help  combat  campus 
crime,  said  Robert  W.  Kelshaw,  Security/Police 
chief. 

“Primarily,  the  interns  will  act  as  observers, 
reporting  suspicious  acts,  violations  of  the  criminal 
code  and  violations  of  university  regulations,  ” 
Kelshaw  said. 

Credit  in  Justice  Administration  (course  299R) 
will  be  given  for  the  internships,  said  Charles  T. 
Fletcher,  coordinator  of  the  Justice  Administration 
Program.  The  amount  of  credit  is  variable  and  de¬ 
pends  on  the  number  of  hours  worked,  he  said. 

“We  want  to  provide  service  to  the  university  in 
any  way  we  can,  as  well  as  offer  experience  to  our 
justice  students,”  Fletcher  said. 

The  program  is  recommended  for  freshmen  and 
sophomores,  especially,  those  majoring  in  justice.ad-  . 
ministration,  he  said.  However,  anyone  may  apply. 

Kelshaw  said  interns  will  wear  blue  blazer  un¬ 
iforms  and  use  two-way  radios. 

High  crime  areas  on  campus  will  be  of  immediate 
concern,  he  said.  Interns  will  patrol  wooded  sections 
of  campus  to  deter  assaults. 

According  to  Kelshaw,  high  crime  areas  exist 
anywhere  there  are  high  concentrations  of  people. 
He  cited  a  rash  of  thefts  during  the  past  week  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  and  physical  education  buildings 
as  examples  of  the  crime  problem  on  campus, 

In  addition  to  patrol  work,  interns  will  gain  ex¬ 
perience  in  traffic  control,  parking,  investigations, 
dispatching,  crowd  control  and  records,  he  said. 

Kelshaw  said  that  because  interns  lack  experience 
they  will  not  be  placed  in  “intense  situations”  and 
will  be  closely  supervised  by  regular  Security  of¬ 
ficers.

Glimpse  into  soul 
of  Russian  people 
given  by  festival

The  bright  costumes,  lively  dancing  and  folk 
music  of  the  Massenkoff  Russian  Folk  Festival 
Saturday  night  portrayed  a  full  spectrum  of  the  Rus¬ 
sian  personality. 

Ranging  from  slow,  lyric  melodies  to  fast  dance 
tunes,  the  Balalaika  Orchestra  and  Trciika 
Balalaikas  gave  the  Marriott  Center  audience  a 
glimpse  into  the  Russian  peasant’s  soul. 

Dances  also  portrayed  the  everyday  life  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  including  a  sailor’s  dance  and  the  humorous 
“Russian  City  Quadrille.” 

The  seven-member  orchestra  played  the  folk 
melodies  from  memory.  Tunes  in  a  minor  key 
brought  back  memories  of  “Dr.  Zhivago.”  And  the 
nimble  fingers  of  Goga  Engurasoff  danced  on  his  ac¬ 
cordion  with  as  much  skill  as  the  Perfiloff  Russian 
Dance  Company. 

Agility  and  enthusiasm  characterized  the  folk 
dancers.  Their  precision  steps  and  formations 
delighted  the  audience.  The  equilibrium  of  the  male 
dancers  was  unbelievable  as  they  went  from 
squatting  steps  to  pirouettes  and  leaps. 

But  the  most  heart-warming  portion  of  the 
program  was  the  rich  voice  of  Nikolai  Massenkoff, 
director  of  the  group.  He  reflected  the  joy  of  the 
music  as  he  led  the  audience  in  hand-clapping  and 
sing-along  numbers.

Ring  small,  but  laden  with  talent  0 


For  many  football  players  the  lack  of 
weight  becomes  an  obstacle  on  the 
field,  but  to  reserve  fullback  Bill  Ring, 
everyone  is  the  same  size  once  he  has 
his  helmet  on. 

Ring,  a  junior  majoring  in  business 
management,  weighs  in  at  189  and 
stands  5-10,  but  he  has  a  list  of  records 
behind  him  to  prove  that  size  is  no 
barrier  to  his  ability. 

A  junior  college  transfer  from  the 
College  of  San  Mateo,  Ring  came  to 
BYU  as  all-Golden  Gate  Conference 
pick,  two-year  team  captain,  and  most 
valuable  player  for  the  1976  season. 

In  high  school  he  set  a  league  rushing 
record  of  305  yards  in  one  game,  in¬ 
cluding  a  96-yard  run  from  scrimmage, 
and  gained  1076  total  yards  that 
season.  High  school  honors  for  Ring  in¬ 
cluded  being  named  to  the  All  Central 
Coast  and  a  prep  all-American.  In  the 
league  statistics,  he  was  a  first  team 
all-league  running  back  and  offensive 
player  of  the  year.  He  also  was  league 
division  champion  in  wrestling  and  all¬ 
league  in  baseball. 

Ring  attributes  his  success  to  the 
philosophy  of  “working  100  percent  at 
everything  I  do.  If  you  work  100  per¬ 
cent,  or  at  least  try  to,  things  are  going 
to  happen  for  you.” 

Not  only  does  he  give  his  all  to  foot¬ 
ball,  but  academically  he  maintains  a 
3.5  grade  point  average. 

“I’ve  never  seen  anyone  as  deter¬ 
mined  as  Bill,”  said  teammate  Tom 


Enlow.  “I’d  say  he’s  the  guttsiest  guy 
on  the  team.  He’s  small  but  effective/’ 


was  recruited  by  Notre  Dame,  UC 
Berkeley,  University  of  Pacific  and 
Oregon  State.  When  he  suffered  a 
shoulder  injury  early  his  senior  year,  he 
decided  to  stay  home  and  attend  the 
community  college.  After  his  career 
there  he  was  again  recruited  by  UOP 
along  with  Weber  State  and  San  Diego 
State. 

“I  chose  BYU  because  I  was  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  program  here  and  the 
coaches,”  said  Ring.  “There’s  a  dif¬ 
ferent  atmosphere  here  than  I’m  ac¬ 
customed  to,  but  I  like  it.” 

Ring  is  the  fourth  child  in  a  family  of 
three  boys  and  two  girls.  His  brothers 
are  both  running  backs,  one  at 
Southern  Oregon  and  another  in  high 
school.  Ring  was  reared  in  the  Catholic 
faith.  He  said  he  respects  the  Mormon 
religion  and  admires  many  of  the  Mor¬ 
mons’  ways,  but  expects  the  same 
respect  in  return  for  his  religion. 

“I  respect  the  judgement  of  the 
school  and  the  coaches  about  not  play¬ 
ing  on  Sundays.  I’m  looking  forward  to 
going  to  Japan;  it  will  be  a.  great  ex¬ 
perience.” 

A  very  serious  athlete,  Ring  set  his 
goals  high  for  his  first  season.  “I  wan¬ 
ted  to  start  the  first  game  this  year.  I 
didn’t,  but  I  got  to  start  against 
Wyoming  and  Arizona.  My  goal  is  dif¬ 
ferent  now,  though.  I  just  want  to  con-

tribute  as  much  as  I  can  to  the  team. 
We’re  a  winning  team,  and  that’s  the 
best  kind. 

“My. optimum  goal  is  to  go  pro.”  As 
a  great  inspiration  and  motivator  on 
the  team,  roommate  Enlow  said  Ring 
“always  gives  100  percent,  so  that’s 
what’s  expected  out  of  him.  If  the  pass 


were  thrown  way  down  the  field  and  he 
was  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  field, 
he’d  still  block  100  percent.”

BLOOMINGTON, 
Minn.  (AP)  —  Quarter¬ 
back  Fran  Tarkenton 
suffered  a  fractured  bone 
in  his  right  ankle  Sun¬ 
day  in  the  third  quarter 
of  the  Minnesota 
Vikings-Cinncinnati 
Bengals  National  Foot¬ 
ball  League  game. 

A  Vikings  spokesman 
said  Tarkenton  would  be 
hospitalized  for  a  couple 
of  days  and  had  only  a 
“very,  very  slim”  chance 
of  playing  again  in  the 
1977  season.  He  said  a 
cast  would  be  placed  on 
the  lower  right  leg  and 
that  Tarkenton  would 
need  crutches. 

The  injury  was 
described  as  a  fracture  of 
the  fibula,  a  non -weight- 
bearing  bone  which  is 
the  smaller  of  the  two 
bones  in  the  lower  leg. 

It  was  the  first  major 
injury  for  the  37 -year-old 
Tarkenton,  who  is  in  his 
17th  NFL  season  and 
holds  most  of  pro  foot¬ 
ball’s  passing  records. 
He  failed  to  start  for  the 
first  time  in  one  game 
last  season  against 
Pittsburgh  but  could 
have  played  if  needed. 

Tarkenton  dropped 
back  to  pass  late  in  the 
third  quarter  and  was 
spinning  away  from  Cin¬ 
cinnati’s  Gary  Burley 
when  his  right  leg  crum¬ 
pled  under  the  tackle  by 
the  265-pound  defensive 
end. 

“He  tried  to  plant  his 
leg  and  spin,”  said 
Burley.  “He  was  going 
down  on  a  spin  when  I 


hit  him  —  I  had  my 
weight  on  him  when  he 
went  down.  There  was 
no  way  I  could  stop  and 
let  his  leg  out. 

“I  hate  to  be  the  one  to 
hurt  Fran  Tarkenton,” 
said  the  second-year 
player  from  Pittsburgh.
